(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by 
another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before 
the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being 
examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 
U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this appHcation is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the 
amendment by the AIA (pre-AIA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1 8-23, 22, 35 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Fujimoto et al (see fig. 4).

4. Claims 24-32, 34 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fujimoto et al.
